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negatively impact Earth’s delicate balance. At the very top 
of the list are beef cattle and hogs, reigning supreme in 
the need and use of land, fresh water, and feed. And then 
there are the gas emissions that add to the complexity 

of the problem. Livestock alone release a whooping 7.1 
gigatons of CO2, or 15-percent of all animal emissions 
into the atmosphere annually. 

Seaweed produces none. 

From that platform, Lindell went on to discuss 
research activities he and others are exploring in an effort 
to come up with seaweed production and marketing 
strategies that are not only viable, but sustainable. 

The importance of this work also touched on 
the need to find new food source as human populations 
continue to grow, outstripping standard farming and food 
production methods. Lindell said projections now stand 
at well over 10 billion people living on Earth by 2050, 
roughly 3 billion more than today’s estimated population. 
The question is: How will the planet support the people? 

The production of seaweeds for foods is currently 
very small, Lindell pointed out, with U.S. consumption 
negligible versus Asian nations that consume 90-percent 
of seaweeds as a traditional food source. Marketing 
seaweed as food will be part of the answer, he said. 

Lindell shared that the U.S. government is 
pumping dollars into finding and funding seaweed 
farming techniques that can help with food demands 
from hungry animals of the four and two-legged varieties. 
Lindell said that presently the U.S. Department of Energy 
is supporting 18 projects with $50 million invested thus 
far. The projection for seaweed production for 2021 was 1 
million pounds, not nearly enough for full-scale usage by 
man and beast. 

Lindell discussed some of the methods currently 
used to propagate seaweed beds as well as explaining the 
lifecycle of seaweeds. 

Each strand of kelp is called a “blade,” which 
can reach many tens of feet in length. The plant itself is a 
rather amazing life form, requiring both male and female 
spores (which start life as unisex cells) in order to produce 
the blades. These cells are called “gametophyte.” Once 
these have combined to create juvenile “sporophyte,” they

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are sprayed onto seed strings wound around cylinders 
and placed into the ocean farms. 

Lindell said the process of finding the best spores 
for propagation evolves over several growing seasons. 
The entire process has 10 steps, as he noted. Those are: 
spawn spores from blades, separate individual male and 
female spores, vegetatively culture, cross-select best males 
and females, apply baby blades to farm, plant, maintain 
farm from November to May, harvest and evaluate cross 
breeds, conduct genetic analyses, and select spores for the 
next generation. 

It is through this continuance crossbreeding 
process that the best kelp plants are produced. 

Another aspect of Lindell’s research is the concept 
of “sinking seaweed to capture or sequester CO2.” Here’s 
how that works. After the kelp spores are cultivated and 
sprayed onto the strings, those strings are eventually 
attached to ropes that are sunk to as much as 1,000 meters 
deep. They decay over time, not returning to the surface 
where they could rejoin the carbon cycle. 

There are questions as to the viability of 
sequestering carbon through kelp on a scale large enough 
to make an impact, but as Heather Smith of Sierra 
Magazine wrote in her June 20, 2021 article, “Seaweed 
farming has promise. In addition to sequestering carbon, 
it can provide habitat for fish and mitigate local effects 
of ocean acidification ...[yet] the most effective way to 
sequester carbon is to not release it in the first place.” 

One question Lindell received from the audience 
was, what can we as individuals do to help mitigate 
the problem with CO2 and promote more aquaculture 
activities? Lindell responded that one of the biggest 
hurdles to farming at sea is going through a permitting 
process that can be cumbersome, expensive, and time- 
consuming. He suggested talking to and working with

Lyons’ Lawyer Requests Body, Dash Cams

A discovery motion has pushed the pretrial 
hearing for retired Mattapoisett Police Chief Mary Lyons 
to next month. 

Lyons, 61, appeared at Falmouth District Court 
via Zoom on September 30, but for the second time 
the pretrial hearing stemming from her July 17 arrest 
by Massachusetts State Police leading to charges of 
Operating Under the Influence and a marked lanes 
violation while driving on Route 28 north after a golf 
outing in Bourne was postponed, this time to Thursday, 
November 18. 

Defense attorney Robert Nolan filed the discovery 
motion to examine the video from the arresting officer’s 
body camera and dash camera. The state’s prosecutors 
told the court that November 18 will give them enough 
time to prepare. 

Lyons entered a not guilty plea at her July 19 
arraignment and was released on personal recognizance. 
Since her July 17 arrest, the Mattapoisett Police 
Department has been under the interim command of 
Captain Jason King. 

The town announced on August 5 that its Select 
Board had accepted and approved terms for Lyons’ early 
retirement.

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Aggregation Achieves Better Market 
Marion Select Board

John O’Rourke of Good Energy provided an 
update to the Marion Select Board regarding the town’s 
electricity aggregation program during the October 5 
board meeting. 

Planning started for the aggregation in January 
2014 when Ross Perry, then director of municipal services 
for SRPEDD, decided it was a good idea to get SRPEDD 
communities together to do an energy aggregation. This is 
the third renewal of the aggregation, the largest of its kind 
in the U.S., according to O’Rourke. 

Good Energy is a national company with 354 
municipal clients, and Marion is part of the SRPEDD 
eroup. 

Having launched its community electricity 
ageregation program in 2016, Marion has 2,222 
enrollments, and the number has remained stable over the 
past five years. 

O’Rourke shared a chart displaying how the 
electricity rates through the aggregation have remained 
comparatively level compared to Eversource rates and for 
the most part have remained lower as well. 

In mid-September, Marion learned that the 
proposed National Grid basic rate from fall into 2022 will 
be $0.14821 kWh (per kilowatt hour). 

Since April, natural gas prices have nearly 
doubled, according to O’Rourke, affecting the price 
of electricity, which tends to follow gas prices. The 
advantage of being in an aggregate, said O’ Rourke, is 
timing the market. 

“We can go out to bid when the market is 
favorable,” he said, noting that the renewal started in 
January 2021. Analysts, he said, directed the SRPEDD 
group to go out to bid. “Utilities have to go out to bid at 
specific time of the year regardless of the market.” 

Select Board member John Waterman told the 
board that he received a letter stating that he is in the 
program unless he opts out. O’Rourke confirmed the 
arrangement and explained that the theory behind it is the 
best way to put the largest buying group together is via 
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Jay Gould, DVM 


I’m confused about rabies vaccines for my dog and cat. I hear 
about 1,2 and 3 year vaccines. What's the deal? 


Talk to your vet about the the specifics of their wellness 
programs, but the Massachusetts law requires that 
dogs and cats be vaccinated for rabies by 6 months of 
age. A booster shot should follow in 9 to 12 months. 
The second shot is good for three years assuming that 
the vaccine is licensed for 3 years. If the second shot is 
even a day late over the 12 month period the vaccine is 
automatically only legal for 1 year. So don’t delay after 
getting a reminder card saying your pet is overdue for 
shots. 


The same law applies to cats but some people prefer 1 
year rabies shot in cats as a 3 year vaccines contain a 
substance that can cause cancer at the vaccination site 
in a very small percentage of cats. Again, talk to your 
vet about your preferences.

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an opt-out rather than opt-in program. 

New Hampshire and Rhode Island, which had 
opt-in aggregation, learned that suppliers do not bid on 
their programs. In opt-out scenarios, consumers have a 
30-day period in which to decide; 80-85 percent of eligible 
customers are in the launch in the beginning. In an opt-in 
program, a supplier doesn’t know what the percentage 
is so, in a limited time period, the opt-out program gives 
suppliers a better idea. Marion is now at 75 to 80-percent 
in the aggregation. 

O’Rourke said that rates will stay fixed until 
December 2023. He told the board he will email Town 
Administrator Jay McGrail his slide presentation so 
Marion can post it on the town website, marionma.gov. 

Among its actions on Tuesday, the Select Board 
voted to approve the joint plan of Verizon New England 
and Eversource to plant one new stub pole to facilitate the 
removal of a tree guide at Pleasant and South Streets. 

The board voted to name McGrail the town’s 
authorized approval agent for the distribution of 
American Rescue Plan Act (ARPA) funds, and Finance 
Director Judy Mooney as the town’s authorized ARPA 
preparing agent. 

In contrast to CARES Act funding, ARPA 
deadlines range between three and four years, and the 
funds have broader usage, including infrastructure. 
McGrail told the members that he anticipates using the 
majority of the funds for Marion’s matching requirement 
for the grant to upgrade the Creek Road pumping station. 

McGrail estimates between $1 million to $1.2 
million in ARPA funding will be coming Marion’s way 
either directly or via Plymouth County administration. 
The county administers CARES Act funding. 

In his Town Administrator’s report, McGrail said 
a meeting with Rochester representatives yielded a plan 
for Rochester to distribute up to 50 beach passes to its 
residents at $35 per pass. 

After years of buying day passes, Marion stopped 
selling them to mitigate overcrowding. The Town of 
Rochester funds one of the lifeguards at Silvershell Beach, 
while McGrail noted that Marion uses Rochester ball 
fields for youth sports. 

“At the end of the day, it’s fairly equitable,” he 
said. “They haven’t said no to us.” McGrail said it is 
expected that the 50 guest passes far outnumber the need, 
estimated to be a dozen. 

Given the large residential developments planned 
in both towns, McGrail cautioned the board that Marion 
could soon be at a tipping point where it concerns the use 
of recreational facilities like the beach. 

“We need to have a long-term game plan for 
Rochester,” said Waterman. “I don’t want our own 
residents getting crowded out of the beach. ... We need to 
talk it through with Rochester now.” 

Hoping to put the 50 beach passes for Rochester 
in context, McGrail said that Marion sells approximately 
350 guest passes in Marion.

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Warrant Set for Town Meeting 
Rochester Board of Selectmen 
By Mick Colageo 

Having received news of the Finance Committee’s 
vote to approve two money-related articles for the Special 
Town Meeting, the Rochester Board of Selectmen was 
eager to add its endorsement of the warrant that will be 
put before the town’s voters on Monday, October 18, at 
Rochester Memorial School. 

Article 2 asks voters to appropriate $10,000 to 
replace the Assessors’ computerized system (CAMA) with 
a new and improved version from another vendor. Town 
Administrator Suzanne Szyndlar told the selectmen she 
anticipates $3,000 per year in savings and maintenance 
costs as a result. Article 3, which is related, asks voters 
to make a $3,000 commitment toward the Assessors’ 
supplemental budget for software and support. 

Previously, recommendations were made 
supporting Article 12 ($200,000 transfer to the Road 
Improvement Stabilization Fund) and Article 13 ($300,000 
transfer to Rochester’s regular Stabilization Fund). 

In her Town Administrator’s Report, Szyndlar 
told the board that $1,415,268 in free cash has been 
certified in time for the Special Town Meeting. 
Acknowledging typical “turn-backs” adding up to 
between $100,000 and $200,000, Szyndlar said, “The trend 
won’t continue much longer.” Taking from free cash has 
been used to fund the Stabilization account.

Rochester has received $78,000 more in federal 
CARES Act funding, bringing the town’s total to $904,000. 

“We spent the first allotment, so this will come 
in handy,” said Szyndlar, who told the selectmen that she 
has reached out to department heads, schools, the Fire 
Department, and the Council on Aging. “We’ll use all the 
money [within a] short period of time, so it’s going to be 
shovel-ready [projects].” 

In describing the website for new ARPA funding, 
Szyndlar said the requests potentially resulting in the 
release of $267,000 would fall into six categories and that 
the town, as has been the case with CARES Act funding, 
will continue to work through Plymouth County. The 
allocations will be based on population. 

The selectmen voted to designate access for two 
portals. Normally, the town administrator signs off on 
the grant, but in her dual role, including that of finance 
director, Szyndlar was approved to act as Rochester’s 
authorized representative and preparer for ARPA funding 
purposes. 

The selectmen announced their agreement to 
contract Community Paradigm Associates, LLC as a 
search firm to find a replacement for Szyndlar and agreed 
to sign the agreement subject to a vote of support at Town 
Meeting. 

The selectmen voted to recognize Cynthia Mello, 
the former town treasurer, with a citation thanking her for 
her 14 years of service to the town. 

The selectmen voted to accept a SEMASS PILOT 
payment of $363,956 for September.

goals and long-range planning could be undertaken. 
While saying on the one hand that he wasn’t questioning 
where the department is today, McCullough pointed to 

a need to understand where the department is headed, 
especially in terms of big-ticket improvements. 

Collyer said that, given the increased 
responsibilities the department has and will be taking 
on such as a restructuring of the shellfish program, a 
program McIntosh has experience in managing, an 
increase was watranted. “In 2015 we were grossly 
deficient in services,” said Collyer. 

Chairman of the Marine Advisory Board Carlos 
DeSousa said, “We are in the middle of a five-year 
improvement plan. We’ve re-grid the mooring field and 
hired a full-time harbormaster, we have a new rescue boat 
and pump-out boat — we need to keep going. We’ve got all 
the pieces in place to move forward.” DeSousa said that 
the Marine Advisory Board had unanimously approved 
the increases. 

Macallister added that McIntosh works alone 
through the winter months performing maintenance 
projects that would otherwise be outsourced at additional 
costs. 

Public comment was limited, but resident 
Andrew Stackpole said he was concerned about “growing 
the department without a strategic plan.” 

With no other comments forwarded, the public 
hearing was closed. Collyer asked for a motion to accept 
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the fee increases; it was unanimously approved. 

Before going into executive session, Collyer 
said, “To Chuck’s point,” then, directing his comments 
to MacIntosh, “let’s do a refresh on plans; let’s get a 
three-year rolling plan with key areas to ensure we aren’t 
missing anything.”

‘Healthy’ Free Cash Estimated 
Mattapoisett Capital Planning Committee

Coming before the Mattapoisett Capital Planning 
Committee on October 4, Town Administrator Mike 
Lorenco shared the good news that, although free cash is 
just an estimate at this point in time, all indications point 
to a “healthy” number, he said. Early estimates peg the 
free cash number at $1.900,. With that in mind, he said 
that some projects could be funded in full or in part and 
still maintain savings in stability funds. 

A draft copy of the Special Town Meeting 
Warrant was shared with the Capital Planning Committee 
members, a jumping-off point for further discussion. 

The current draft lists 11 articles, most notably: 
Appropriation to Reduce OPEB $100,000; Appropriation 
to Debt Stabilization Fund $150,000; Appropriation to 
Capital Stabilization Fund $150,000; Cyclical Annual 
Property Revaluation $36,000; Supplemental Funding 
FY22 (estimate) $173,500; Capital Improvement Project 
Funding projects totaling $745,173: fire engine $640,000, 
transfer station loader $35,000, dump truck $70,000 
(estimate); and Grant Matching Funding $50,000. 

Lorenco said that a new Old Rochester Regional 
School District stability fund is planned at the request of 
the school district administration via the updated regional 
agreement. The fund, while not under the purview of the 
tri-towns but of the school committee, would allow the 
school to plan for capital expenses in a measured five- 
year scheme. Lorenco said that the Town Meeting article 
will simply ask Town Meeting to allow the fund to be 
established. Any future spending from the fund will also 
be at the discretion of Town Meeting. 
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Other areas Lorenco discussed included the

Zuker Gets Zoning Recommendation 
Marion Planning Board 
By Mick Colageo 

The Marion Planning Board moved on from two 
major matters during its October 4 Zoom meeting, voting 
unanimously to recommend a zoning reclassification 
that will make possible a 48-unit, multi-family housing 
complex on Route 6 and finding peaceful closure to what 
had been a contentious exchange with Wings Cove-area 
abutters to the controversial pier construction that the 
board approved at 122 Register Road back in March. 

Even if voters decide at the October 19 Special 
Town Meeting to approve the board’s recommendation 
that the land at 78 Wareham Road be reclassified as 
Residence E for multi-family housing, Matthew Zuker’s 
proposed development will still come back before the 
Planning Board for scrutiny and major site plan review 
before a special permit is granted. 

Zuker, the property owner and developer of 
the 30 acres of land located along the Weweantic River, 
presented a few different options, including 36 detached, 
single-family homes and 12 townhouse-style homes. 
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While Monday’s mectae was not held to vet the 
project itself, many project-related questions arose due to 
the ramifications of Residence E zoning. 

Referencing Dr. Ed Hoffer’s report in February 
2020 that surveyed residents regarding housing choices, 
Zuker told the Planning Board, “We didn’t want to make 
‘McMansions.”” He talked about the town’s character, 
Marion’s Master Plan, village-style development, 
clustered neighborhoods, and the needs of residents age 
55 and over. 

“We think we accomplished that here by our 
design,” he said, alluding to the fiscal benefit that the 
town would realize with 48 new sewer users. 

“Mr. Zuker has been front and center 
working with us over the last six months,” said Town 
Administrator Jay McGrail, calling the plan “a good, 
smart-growth development project for the town.” 

To validate his intentions not to exploit the 
rezoning but use it to give Marion a market-rate 
development geared toward senior citizens looking to 
downsize, Zuker has signed a deed restriction limiting the 
number of units to 48, according to his attorney, Patricia 
McArdle, who had previously advocated for a zoning 
change when Henry DeJesus owned the property. 

Zuker said he would like to start the units 
at $600,000, acknowledging member Chris Collings’ 
anticipation that the waterfront units would be priced 
around $800,000. “The ones on the water would subsidize 
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the others,” said Zuker, characterizing Collings’ suggestion 
as “fair.” 

Collings informed Zuker that one of the region’s 
more popular fishing spots for striped bass is right in front 
of the property. 

Abutter Lori Kahler, 28 Wareham Road, is 
concerned with trespassers to her property who go there 
to fish and admitted being unnerved one morning by the 
presence of a stranger in her back yard. 

Kahler told the board she had purchased her 
property based on the current zoning and asked how a 
solar array was not approved but a 48-unit residential 
development is “going to be better.” 

Board member Norm Hills told Kahler that, while 
Marion has a bylaw for solar arrays that prohibits gross 
cutting of trees, the town does not have the same type of 
controls over any other zoning area. 

Hearing Kahler’s concerns, Zuker suggested they 
continue a dialogue offline. She was amenable. 

Zuker’s proposed development is adjacent to a 
much larger 40B affordable-housing development planned 
by Ken Steen. Board member Alanna Nelson suggested it 
would be preferable if residents of one development are 
able to visit with residents of the other without necessarily 
using Route 6. Member Chris Collings voiced approval of 
Nelson’s idea and suggested more than one egress when the 
applicant returns to present the project itself to the board. 

“I’m quite impressed with the plan and the 
presentation. It fits exactly with the survey Dr. Hoffer 
performed and also the Master Plan,” said Planning Board 
member Eileen Marum, whose question about some sort 
of community activity center was satisfied by McArdle’s 
suggestion of pickleball courts. 

Planning Board Chair Will Saltonstall asked 
Zuker about screening, especially as it applies to Steen’s 
neighboring development. He also asked Zuker’s plan 
to either open to or screen Route 6. Zuker said his 
inclination is to shield the view but added potential Route 6 
improvements could convince him otherwise. 

Saltonstall recused himself for professional 
reasons from the planned discussion with abutters to the 
controversial pier project at 122 Register Road, so Marum 
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ran the rest of the meeting in his absence. 

Given time to organize messages, questions, 
and responses on both sides, Monday’s meeting was 
substantially more cordial and more organized than the 
last time the stakeholders collided. 

Monday night’s meeting was assured more 
control after the Planning Board deployed Administrative 
Assistant Donna Hemphill to manage the signaling of 
requests to speak, but what set a tone of order was Town 
Counsel Jon Witten’s explanation of the limits of the 
Planning Board's power. _ 265 Walnut Plain Road, Rochester, MA 02770 

After Witten explained that state law essentially hours by appt. and by special order 


prohibits the Planning Board from reopening a decided www.artisanbakeshop.com Ph:508-763-4905 
case after the 20-day appeal period, he answered several 
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questions, including one from abutter Suzanne Murphy 
that suggested information provided by the applicant, 
and found to be inconsistent, should negate the board’s 
decision. 

“The statutory period in Massachusetts is firm. 
The only exceptions to this would be fraud or some 
undue inducement or criminal activity,” said Witten, 
noting that the 20-day period allows parties to move on. 
“T know that’s cold comfort. The remedy thus becomes 
unavailable.” 

Acting as the spokesperson for the Friends of 
Wings Cove, Chris Madden requested that the special 
permit for a 192-foot pier with a 10-foot by 2-foot float be 
open for amendment. 
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The fact that the length has been voluntarily 
shortened to 162 feet does not authorize the Planning 
Board to reopen the case. “If the applicant wants to reduce 
that length without coming to us, he can do that,” said 
board member Norm Hills. 

Abutter Ryan Burke said that Harbormaster Isaac 
Perry “did some really good work,” adding, “The initial 
30-foot reduction was a step in the right direction.” 

Madden said that another rock has been 
discovered that is not on Perry’s survey of Wings Cove 
and indicated that collaborative work in ongoing as 
boaters seek a solution for safe passage. 

Marum concluded the discussion by encouraging 
abutters to reach out to the state Department of 
Environmental Protection “because the applicant has not 
received his Chapter 91 permit or license to work in the 
water right now. Contact the Mass. DEP.” 

In other business, the Planning Board voted to 
approve an ANR application filed by the Marion Lands 
Trust, LLC, 369 Wareham Street, represented by Dave 
Davignon of Schneider, Davignon, & Leone, Inc. 

The town received notice that developer Sherman 
Briggs and partner Hamblin Homes, Inc. requested a 
continuance to the board’s next meeting on Monday, 
October 18, and also asked to extend the application to 
November 5. Briggs is proposing a 28-unit, townhouse- 
style residential development at Spring and Mill Streets.

Robbins worked extensively over many months with an 
outside consultant and with the town’s legal counsel to 
ensure the verbiage meets regulations at the state and 
federal levels while also satisfying local considerations. 

Time is of the essence given that the board 
proposes to have the bylaw added to the Fall Special 
Town Meeting Warrant. Town meeting is scheduled for 
November 8. 

On October 1, a special Planning Board meeting 
was held to hammer out any remaining issues or concerns 
related to the bylaw, and to ascertain if other board 
members were in agreement with the draft. 

Robbins said that counsel had made edits to the 
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document but nothing that changed the “substance” 

of the bylaw. The bylaw will also stipulate that the 
Planning Board will be the final local authority over such 
construction projects. 

With the advancement in solar array designs, 
the board discussed how to regulate canopy arrays. The 
members wondered if they could enforce site plan review 
if a canopy was proposed over an existing parking lot, 
for instance. Robbins pointed out that the new bylaw 
will prohibit arrays in undeveloped areas. The board 
ultimately thought that a canopy array would require site 
plan review. Definitions will be added that describe large 
and medium-sized arrays, and both will require site plan 
review. 

The board also tackled language for specific 
situations such as temporary suspension of operation and 
grandfathering. On that last point, Robbins said that most 
if not all of the proposed area planned for solar operation 
off Randall Lane would be prohibited by the new bylaw. 
But earlier discussions with the developer and the board 
on this matter allowed the project to move through the 
permitting process. Robbins said, “In all fairness to the 
applicants,” given the amount of time and money that has 
been spent, allowing them to move forward should be 
granted. Other board members agreed. 

A public hearing on the bylaw will be set for 
Monday, October 18, at 7:00 pm. 

The October 4 regular meeting of the board found 
the membership deep into the Randall Lane solar project 
when engineering consultant Beals and Thomas, Inc., 
representing applicants Randall Lane, LLC, once again 
came before the board. While many outstanding points 
have been addressed, several still remained, causing the 
applicant to request an extension until December 7 and a 
continuance until October 18. 

The matters pending include clarification that 
the town’s consultant, BETA Engineering, has weighed 
in on all matters related to the project — a checklist is 
needed; whether all matters related to the new flood plain 
bylaw have been addressed; acceptance of the plan by 
Mass Wildlife Natural Heritage and Endangered Species 
Program; and whether the approval of an ANR for a four- 
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lot subdivision triggers the requirement that Randall Lane 
be made compliant to subdivision roadway standards. 

Robbins insisted that the road is not substantial 
enough for the proposal before the board or for any future 
use at the end of the multi-decade lease between the 
landowners and the solar provider. It was also discovered 
that a written sign-off by the Fire Department was not in 
hand, only verbal approval. 

Robbins also asked the Beals and Thomas team 
to ask the applicant to help the Planning Board with 
final review of the voluminous filing to further ensure all 
matters have been thoroughly documented by enlisting a 
consultant for that task. The applicant’s consultant agreed 
to pursue it with their clients. 

In other matters, the release of a single lot and 
covenant for Snowfield Estates was continued until 
October 18, as was site plan final review and release of 
surety agreements for Eldridge Estates. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board is scheduled for Monday, October 18, at 7:00 pm. 


Wells Draw Closer Look 
Marion Board of Health

The recent detection of Escherichia coli bacteria 
in a private well-water test in Marion has the Board of 
Health pursuing the framework for a new regulation 
that would require regular testing in the 40 private wells 
designated by their owners for drinking water supply. 

In her October 5 report to the board, Public 
Health Director / Nurse Lori Desmarais noted that the 
town has no testing requirements on private wells, 
and BOH member Dot Brown noted a recent singular 
exception that was made in conditioning an approval 
decision with annual testing because of a County Road 
well’s proximity to a former cranberry bog and the 
resultant probability of higher risk. 

As it stands, only at the time of construction or 
upgrade is testing required. The state regulation dictates 
that if public water is available, a homeowner is required 
to connect to it. How to enforce that is another question 
entirely. 

“Once they have the well, there’s nothing to

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prevent them from hooking it up to their house,” said 
Brown, who has a background in geology. “It would be a 
lot better if Marion required people to have wells tested.” 

While the obvious concern is E. coli, Brown said 
such a test can look for a whole list of contaminants. “1 
can say it would be a good idea to write a regulation,” she 
said. 

Board member Dr. John Howard said that a 
test that costs approximately $250 thoroughly looks for 
trace elements and pesticides, “roughly 39 to 40 different 
chemicals.” He said the test is “extremely detailed” and 
indicates safe levels and limits recommended for healthy 
use. 

Brown thinks the right way to go is the more 
stringent test, less frequently but with regular testing in 
between for E. coli. 

Administrative Assistant Maureen Murphy 
told the board that the town keeps an Excel spreadsheet 
that lists 200 wells in town categorizing them according 
to usages, be it agricultural and irrigation-related or 
primarily for water supply. 

Dr. Ed Hoffer, the chairperson of the Board of 
Health, noted that the state has a boiler-plate regulation 
that town could use to build its own requirement. 
Howard suggested checking to see what neighboring 
towns may have in place, and Murphy reminded the 
board that Town Counsel Jon Witten has offered to help 
the board navigate through the matter. 

In other matters, Marion has had 503 total 
COVID-19 cases, according to Desmarais, who reported 
five cases were active as of October 5. There were 39 cases 
in September and one since the beginning of October. Of 
the 39, 31 were eligible to be vaccinated, and 14 of those 
cases had been vaccinated. 

Sippican Elementary School has three students 
or staff in the Test and Stay program, one person in 
quarantine, and five positive tests in isolation (there have 
been eight positives since the start of school). 

At the junior high school, one person is in 
quarantine, and none at the high school (there have been 
five in quarantine at ORR since the start of the school 
year). 
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ORR is still conducting Test and Stay, but any 
exposures at home do not qualify for the Test and Stay 
program. 

Tabor Academy has one case in isolation, and 
anyone in contact is also testing this week. Tabor conducts 
weekly testing on Thursdays for day students and faculty. 
This week, the prep school is conducting sample testing of 
100 people of the campus population, including boarding 
students. 

Desmarais also reported that 134 people attended 
a drive-thru flu vaccination clinic last week at the Cushing 
Community Center. On Thursday, October 7, a flu 
vaccination clinic will be held at Little Neck Village and 
at the Marion Town House for employees. In the future,

On September 29, the two Marion entities met 
on Zoom to digest, discuss, and review a presentation 
that highlighted options that the state is looking at for the 
redesign of Route 6, especially in the area between Front 
Street and Barnabas Road.

“I’m impressed with the presentation,” said 
Jennifer Francis, who together with fellow Transportation 
and Circulation Task Force member Kerry Saltonstall 
have formed a subcommittee task force of sorts. Town 
Administrator Jay McGrail is in on their every call and 
Select Board Chair / Planning Board member Norm Hills is 
always involved. 

Based on Marion’s Master Plan and three 
prior meetings, including an August 4 meeting with 
stakeholders, goals and safety issues are being addressed 
in a plan to get Marion more connected between the 
town’s north end and the historic village. 

Route 6 in Marion was last paved in 1987, and no 
one has debated how dangerous it has become to ride a 
bike on the route. 

The “two flavors,” as Francis described the

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inducing, angular junctions into T-shape, non-lighted 
turns with a left-turn pocket. Converse Lane would be 
among the modified intersections, and dedicated left-turn 
lanes would be featured in both directions on Route 6 at 
Front Street. 

The gateway area has had the most accidents 
in Marion, so the town is being asked to consider three 
options. 

Option 1 reconstructs the intersection of Spring 
Street to become more perpendicular, taking away the 
ability to drive directly across Route 6 to continue on 
Spring. A median dividing Route 6 would make left turns 
illegal but possible for emergency responders. 

In Option 2, Spring Street becomes a one-way 
street north of Route 6 heading toward Route 6 so no 
entry onto Spring Street north of Route 6 would be 
allowed from Route 6. 

Option 3 places a signal light at Spring Street, but 
Option 3 is least likely because, in the opinion of Hills, 
Marion will never meet the state requirements for lights at 
that intersection. 

Quick-build opportunities would include curb 
extensions designed to sharpen turns and slow the speed 
of traffic, test network changes with temporary barriers, 
and signal-timing adjustments such as a dedicated left 
turn. 

A full-build implementation would begin with 
construction in the area of Spring Street and Front Street,

and the sequence would build out from the middle. The 
proposed reconfiguration may or may not reach out to the 
Mattapoisett town line in the vicinity of Old Rochester 
Regional High School. 

Transportation and Circulation Task Force 
member Steve Kokkins commented on the quality of the 
presentation and asked if the central section redesign 
proposals can all fit inside the total right-of-way. Francis 
confirmed that, despite the shared-use (bicycle) path, 
sidewalk, and buffers, the new designs all fit within the 
existing boundaries of Route 6. 

Members debated the merits of a left turn from

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everyone and achieve the goals of the redesign. The 
premise of prohibiting the left onto Spring Street in the 
direction of Tabor Academy is a left-turn signal onto Front 
Street. 

Saltonstall told the meeting that data indicates 
that drivers do not turn left onto Route 6 out of Spring 
Street, but turning left onto Spring Street from Route 6 
west is necessary to avoid overloading Ryder Road, the 
next logical turn for those who would be forced into 
going left onto Front Street. 

Francis said Option 2 provides a dedicated left- 
turn lane onto Spring Street. 

As for a one-way Spring Street heading toward 
Route 6 from Brew Fish restaurant, the 28-unit residential 
development planned by Sherman Briggs would require 
using Route 6 just to cycle back to Front Street in order to 
drive out to I-195. 

“We'll have to wait to see what the surveys tell 
us,” said Hills. 

“This is the most challenging piece,” said Francis, 
agreeing with Saltonstall. “We can’t accept that you can’t 
turn left onto Spring Street.” 

Marion resident Barry Gaffey joined the meeting 
and called Spring Street “a tough nut.” He similarly 
avoids Route 6 around Creek Road. “I personally drive 
to Point (Road) and let the light make it easy for me,” he 
said. 

Kokkins noted that the Creek Road intersection 
is among those that, in the redesign, will become more 
perpendicular. 

Marion’s feedback to the DOT will lead to more 
revisions and another presentation before any final 
decisions are made.

Introducing, Selma Blair. A documentary directed by 
Rachel Fleit. Running time: 94 minutes. No MPAA 
rating. In limited theatrical release from October 15, and 
streaming on Discovery+ from October 21. 

As a young actress, Selma Blair developed 
something of a reputation for being willing to do just 
about any awkward or potentially thorny thing onscreen. 
It spoke to her honesty as a performer — we felt she 
didn’t do it for the attention (in her notorious red-box 
scene in Todd Solondz’ Storytelling, for instance) but 
because that was what the character did, and she was 
being paid to play that character. Within reason, Blair 
was just going to go for it, perhaps feeling she owed it to 
the woman she was playing to convey some sort of truth, 
even in a farcical construct like The Sweetest Thing. 

In Introducing, Selma Blair, the actress calls on 
the same candor to pull us into her misery following 
her diagnosis with multiple sclerosis. Yet even when her 
body buzzes with pain or her speech becomes halting, 
Blair can usually summon her self-deprecating wit. 
Somewhere in Rachel Fleit’s sensitive documentary, Blair 
says her English teacher told her she had the makings of 
an actress, not, as she’d initially wanted to be, a writer. 
But there’s a warm clarity and humor to her language, 
even when she has trouble enunciating or finding the 
words. She could have been a writer, and still could be, 
if she wanted. This, after all, is a woman who begins the 
documentary self-satirically vamping like past-it star 
Norma Desmond and ends it by floating face-down in her 
pool like failed screenwriter Joe Gillis. 

Blair is ready for her close-up, after a career that, 
in recent years, hadn’t rewarded her efforts. She allows 
Fleit access to her in her despair and pain and hope; in 
her hospital beds and tentatively riding her beloved horse 
again. (Blair’s sense of self is generally too astringent to 
make the movie a shameless tearjerker, but I felt a hard 
lump in my throat when Blair tearfully asked her riding 
trainer if she would adopt Blair’s horse if Blair didn’t 
make it through stem-cell therapy.) The narrative, for 
those who have dealt with the maddening ups and downs 
of real as opposed to Hollywood disease, can get tense at 
times. Time is a factor: Blair must undergo the stem-cell 
transplant ASAP or risk permanent brain damage. She

bids a temporary (she hopes temporary) farewell to her 
young son Arthur and her ailing mother and heads in for 
grueling chemotherapy. 

Here and there, Blair sardonically comments 
on the level of drama the disease and its undignified 
symptoms (imbalance, brain fog, speech bumps) have 
brought to her life. I wonder if her snarky self-awareness 
(a Gen-X icon through and through) helped her see that 
the role of Selma Blair, anguished MS patient, was a plum 
and complex role a lot of actresses might jump at. I’m not 
suggesting that was the impetus for the documentary; I 
believe Blair when she talks about feeling good that her 
struggles can bring comfort to others unsteadily walking 
a similar path — people like Christina Applegate, Blair’s 
costar in The Sweetest Thing, who went public with her 
own MS diagnosis in August. I would much rather have 
seen Blair acting, and only acting, these struggles in a 
good movie than enduring them for real. So would she 
have, I’d wager, but here we are. 

Occasionally Introducing, Selma Blair (not sure 
why that comma is there) reminded me of the recent 
videography Val, which contrasted footage of a young, 
hot-shot, suave-talking Val Kilmer with the wounded man 
he is now. Blair’s movie doesn’t engage as much with 
her celluloid past, although it’s a painful irony to watch 
her moving with balletic grace in pre-MS clips and then 
witness her post-diagnosis trying to navigate stairs. We 
get bits from, I guess, her best-known films: Legally Blonde, 
Hellboy, Cruel Intentions. It was The Sweetest Thing, though 
— a rare-in-its-day female gross-out comedy, years before 
Bridesmaids or Girls Trip — that really showed me to what 
extent Blair was up for disregarding her pristine features 
and getting knee-deep in the risible muck of dysfunction 
and embarrassment. Any time Blair did something like 
that in a movie, I felt grateful she implicated herself in the 
eternal mess of being a person — didn’t stand aloof from 
it or deny it or soft-soap it. And she performs the same 
service here.

From the Files of the 


Rochester Historical Society 
By Connie Eshbach 

The picture accompanying this article shows a 
calm and lovely Mary’s Pond, but as I looked through 
a scrapbook at the museum, I 
found an article that showed a 
very different scene on a May Day 
about 75 years ago. In the 1940s, 
Rochester residents were used to 
seeing planes maneuvering in the sky 
as the Navy practiced by dropping 
dummy bombs, targeting an island in 
Snipatuit Pond, so no one was paying 
particular attention to the two scout 
bomber planes out of a Rhode Island 
Naval station. 

The two planes spent the day on flying 
maneuvers and making continuous circles overhead. At 
one point, the pilots flew off with one going north and 
the other west to come back in another circular route. The 
plane that had been heading north began to dive while 
the second plane flew beneath it. The consequences of 
those two moves were disastrous. The diving plane struck 
the tail of the one below, shearing it off and losing its own 
two wings. 

The tailless plane plummeted into the pond, 
skidding across the surface before it disappeared beneath 
the water. The other plane spun in lazy circles for a few 
seconds before it crashed and burned in the bog less than 
100 ft. from Mary’s Pond Rd. It crashed at such speed that 
it forced itself into the ground and threw the pilot out of 
the plane. Both pilots who were flying alone were killed 
instantly. One pilot was found to the east of his plane still 
wearing his safety belt around his waist and the cord on 
his chute hadn’t been pulled. 

The Navy Rescue Crash Truck crew came from 
Quonset and found the second pilot in the water near his 
plane. The plane sank in 80 feet of water. Debris from the 


crash was strewn over an area of up to a half mile. The tail 
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of one plane and the wings of the other were at opposite 
ends of the crash site. Pieces of the planes and their 
contents were everywhere, and crowds quickly gathered. 

Rochester Police Chief Walter Jenkins took charge 
of the scene with the help of conservation officers and 
town police until two State Police sergeants from the 
Bridgewater Barracks and two State Police patrolmen 
from the Wareham barracks arrived. In the confusion, 
one young man from town found a machine gun that had 
detached from a plane and took it home. The crowds were 
cleared and a Marine stood guard through the night until 
a specialized salvage team was sent to raise the sunken 
plane and clear the wreckage. 

Between the practice bombing runs over 
Snipatuit Pond and the plane crash, many people went 
from searching out old bottles and Indian arrowheads 
to looking for plane parts and bits of bullets and bombs, 
and, oh, yes, the day wasn’t over when there was a knock 
on that young man’s door and the State Police were there 
to recover the machine gun. 

I want to thank everyone who attended our 
October 2 event and viewed our new exhibit, which was 
supported by the Rochester Cultural 
Council, a local agency, supported by 
the Massachusetts Cultural Council, a 
state agency. We hope you will join us 
for our October 20 meeting at 7:00 pm
